With the enthusiastic support of Gov Jerry Brown, Californiais on the verge 
of becoming the nation's first solar state 

Over 100,000 California homes, businesses and public and private 
SOON are expected to be run partially or wholly on energy from the sun 

brown signed a bill in late September allowing Californians to deduct 55 per 


buildings 


cent of the cost of installing solar heating devices from their state tax bills. up to 
a maximum of $3,000. over the next four years 

The state Energy Commission estimates the new law. which Brown actively 
lobbied for, might encourage the installation of as many as 170 000 soiar units 
in that time 

lf that estimate is correct. California will waive some $87 million 
a multi - million dollar subsidy to develop

The new legisiation, coupled with an expected rise in California s unusually 
low natural gas rates, should greatly accelerate some tentative moves tow ards 
utilizing solar power that already have been made here

have yet to act

The actual expense of installing home solar systems is sti!] open to debate 
however So far, costs have ranged widely 

The Pacific Gas and Electric Co recently spent $13.000 to equip a test 
house in San Jose with solar facilities And US Department of Eneray official 
Don Riordan says it should cost between $6.000 and $8000 for home 
installation 

But at least one developer has been able to install solar power for much less 
Mike Corbett found that in his projected 250 home community near Davis in 
northern California, he could provide an “active” solar system complete with 
pump and storage tank for about $5,000 per house 

A ‘passive’ solar system that doesn t use pumps could be installed for about 
$3,000, he says, while a solar system that only provides hot water was putinfor 
$1,800 

And David Rozell, a solar energy coordinator in Gov Brown's Office of Ap 
propriate Technology, believes the average cost of installing solar energy in 
a new home can be as low as $1 600 — with the owner's share of that paid back 
in fuel cost savings tn three to five years 


LIMITATIONS AND PROSPECTS 

Few structures are planned to be ti tally dependent on solar heating Most 
installations are integrated with gas systems for suppiementary switch - over 
when temperatures cannot be sustained through the sun's action or from 
storage systems 

And since effective solar heating requires a high degree of insulation, the 
new California law requires homeowners to improve heat conservation before 
qualifying for the tax write - off 

Homeowners now looking into solar power are being advised to proceed 
with caution, however One utility spokesperson says over 4,000 firms are now 
making solar panels 


A iot of people are selling junk out there, says Dr Cummings of the Elec 


trical Power and Research Institute. “The homeowner has to be pretty careful 
whose equipment he gets. and somebody has to cull out the fast - buck sales 
man. Hand in hand with incentives, there have to be regulations 
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The new law requires state energy officials to establish standards for the 
type of solar systems that will be eligible for the tax credit by Jan. 1.1978 Los 
Angeles County already requires that all solar systems be approved and 
icensed at its new test center and other localities are expected to set up similar 
programs soon 

Meanwhile, a state agency is putting outa pamphiet to advise consumers 
what to look for and what to guard against when purchasing solar systems 

With the move towards solar energy barely off the ground, a major politica 
battle is already developing around it Many solar advocates fear that utilities 
will be allowed to expand their control over energy by moving into dominance 
of the solar field. meshing its costs into their rate systems and using their size to 
mass - produce solar equipment and service solar installations 

These solar advocates, led by former US Senate candidate Tom Hayden 
would like to see the solar field remain “decentralized” and independent of the 
utiites, with solar hardware and installation remaining in the hands of smal! 
entrepreneurs 

One large utility, Southern California Edison, has already asked for an $11 
million rate increase to develop its own solar capacity 

Solar advocates hope Brown decides to put his “small is beautiful 
philosophy into practice when he decides who is to control energy from the 
sun. They are encouraged by a statement made by Wilson Clark, one of the 
governor's top enerqy advisors 

i have faith this (the solar program) will get results, Clark said, “because it 
relies on local effort and on the individual

The Bill 


WHEREAS the idea of staggered terms for the AS! Senate is meritorious and 
desirable for Student Government 


WHEREAS the ASCSUS General Election held during the Spring Semester of 
1976 attempted to introduce staggered terms as reflected by the ASI 
Constitution, Article VI, Section 13, 


WHEREAS the ASI Board of Justice ruled on December 6, 1976 that staggered 
terms had been implemented unlawfully in the Spring 1976 General Election, 


WHEREAS the ASI Board of Justice stated that staggered terms is a 
meritorious and desirable for Student Government, and advised the ASI 
Senate how to lawfully implement staggered terms, 


WHEREAS the previous AS! Senate failed to act on the lawful implementation 
of staggered terms, 


WHEREAS the ASI Attorney General Opinion of May 31, 1977 stated that the 
AS! Election Coordinator had unlawfully attempted to implement staggered 
terms during the Spring 1977 General Electio 


BE !T RESOLVED that this AS! Senate adopts the position in favor of lawfully 
implementing staggered terms for the ASI Senate, 


BE !T FURTHER RESOLVED that the following amendment to the ASI 
Constitution appear on the forthcoming AS! Special Election. 1977 


The ASI Constitution, Article VI, Section 13, currently reads: For the Spring 
1976 ASCSUS General Election only, eight of the seventeen divisional Senate 
positions shall have a term of only one half year, in a manner according to 
ASCSUS Statutes; thereafter, the Senate will have staggered one - year terms 


Should the ASI Constitution, Article VI, Section 13 be amended to read: The 
ASI Senate shall have staggered one - year terms cornmencing in the following 
ASCSUS General Election after the adoption of this amendment in a manner 
according to ASCSUS Statutes which will have the goal of electing one - half of 








Counterattack 


Rebuttal to the 
administration 


In response to Mr Robert Moore's attack on staggered student senate 
terms, there are several criticisms and counter points 

The only coherent attack raised “is senators who are elected for one year 
terms (will be) dominating the new senators.” 

This is a speculative arguement, and for it to form the basis for opposition is 
to error in the face of experience. The expevience of staggered terms in 
legislative bodies is continuity and success 

The legislative bodies of this country (Congress, State Legislatures, and the 
City Council) have staggered terms of the effects thereof, and the result is the 
continued ability to conduct business and to influence events 

Could you imagine the effect on a legislature if all the members were inex- 
perienced? It would cause confusion and inability (while members learned) to 
conduct business. The respective legislative bodies have been spared that 
crisis because of effective staggered terms, but student government has that 
crisis every year 

This year's passage of the student budget is an example of that crisis: con- 
fusion and inability to conduct business. in the election last spring, the newly 
elected members of the senate (with one exception) had never before served 
This inexperience resulted in a crisis: the budget that should have been passed 
by June 30th was not passed until September. This near disaster combined 
with other ineptitudes nearly cost student government several valuable 
programs and contracts. 

Thus, the question of staggered senate terms is: do students want to attempt 
to establish some structural continuity (experience) in their student 
government. 

Staggered terms would structurally establish continuity in the student 
senate. 

A comparison: the administration and faculty by virtue of their respective 
pasitions on and in the campus community have continuity and influence. In 
contrast, the existing structure of student government does not encourage 
continuity, and has historicaliy resulted in bickering, disunity, and litigation. 
The poitnant fact is that the present structure limits student input and influence 
on campus by shattering the continuity of student government. 

Therefore, the opponents of staggered terms will have to develope a more 
convincing argument, and demonstrate why it is not in the student interest to 
vote for staggered senate terms. In the absence of such an argument, | urge 
students to vote for staggered senate terms on the November 16 and 17 elec- 
tion.

The CCHR explains that the defen 
dant may be committed to a mental 
institution for up to one year if found 
to be “mentally incompetent to the 
extent that he is unabie to understand 


the nature and consequences of the 
proceeding against fin yr it sisi 
properly in his defense This deter 
mination is made by the it ay 
pointed psychiatrist The CCHR en 


phasizes that the committment may 
take place with or without the defen 
dants consent 

The CCHR goes on to explain that 
the defendant may later be given 
another hearing. {tf still judged men- 
tally incompetent the defendant may 
be committed for an indefinite time

Aggressive, unselfish goalie leads beset hapless poloists 
: Thompson is a valuable asset to Ehlert's squad

from the successful University of San Francisco basketbaiil mentor. It is a 
philosophy Ehlert relates to the CSUS Hornets and his goalie — Jaye 


Thompson 


Although the Hornets are losing, and losing by wide point spreads, thereisa 
water polo team at CSUS that refuses to keel over and sink Itis comprised of 13 
dedicated individuals and a never - say - die coach that have a positive attitude, 
although the team had a 1-14 overall and 0-3 Far Western Conference records 
entering the Nov. 4 match with Fresno State University 

Along with the Hornets’ lone senior — Andy Hahs — there are four catalysts 


that hold this unit together. They are Camron White, Kevin McBride and Fred~ 
Casissa. Those men are what Ehlert calls his 


“rotating captains.” 


Ehlert does not designate one or two players as captain(s) because he 
believes “people are equal in many respects.” 

Thompson is the voice of the Hornets, a quarterback in the cage whose 
potential “has not yet been fully tapped,” Ehlert said 

“He is aggressive, unselfish and well - motivated,” adds the coach of his 21 - 
year - old junior from Palo Alto. Everything he does is for the team. Too many 
athletes today are prima donnas who need discipline and have to be pushed. 

“It takes a unique person to play on one of my teams, and Jaye is one of 
those people. Everything he does is for the team. He makes persona! sacrifices 
and hangs in there doggedly. He's one of the few players who is always there 
before and after a game. He's always asking how he can improve. I'd have to say 


he is the backbone of the team.” 


Thompson, an accounting major, has been averaging 16 saves a game this 


season. 


“Our scores would be something like 42-3 if he was not in the cage. He helps 


us keep the scores within reason.” 


Jaye, a two - year letterman both at Acalenas High School in Lafayette and 
Diablo Valley Junior College, got his start in polo when the Acalenas High 
coach invited him to cme out and watch practice. 


| thought goalie was an interesting position and an exciting sport. There ts 

a jot of action and movement in the game. Right now, I'm still learning the game 
through experience and in the future would like to teach polo ” 

Thompson's first year at CSUS has been a stressful one — not only for him, 


but for the entire squad 


“At the start of the season, our spirit was up and there wasa strong drive, he 
said. “Then we lost a couple of players and the team morale was down, but it's 
coming back up. We are playing better together and helping each other more 
than in the past. The team has been under a jot of heavy mental stress.” 

He point d out that this year’s team is comprised of almost entirely new 
faces. Fred Casissa is the'lone returning starter. A bright spot is that the team is 


all - junior, save for senior Hahs 


“Next year we should be strong and will know what to expect from each 


other,” Thompson said. 


The Hornets have been plagued by attitude problems in a season Ehlert had 
high hopes. Before the campaign began, he felt the squad had a chance of be- 
ing an FWC contender for the first time in his five - year tenure. But, things did 


not materialize as planned 


Hoping to finish the season strong, Ehlert has been sending his crew 
through strenuous workouts, which include lifting a railroad tie, running two 
miles, pullups, bench situps, pushups, leg work in the pool and walking on the 


pool's bottom with a 50 - pound bar 


Thompson seems to realize such hard work is beneficial for team im- 


provement 


“He pushes us like hell,” Thompson said, “but his intention is to make each 
player a team person. The harder he pushes us, the more respect | have for 


him.” 


At the start of the season, it looked as though Jaye would not be a starter 
But the freshman Ehlert wanted to recruit out of Antioch never did reach CSUS 
due to financial reasons. He was a 1:05 breaststroker, something Thompson is 
not. The Hornets do have a backup goalie, but he is actually a field player — Bill 


O'Neill. 


“| wish we had another goalie,” Thompson said. “| like competition. That's 
why | don't play up to par sornetimes.” 

Something else that would heip Jaye would be an assistant coach who 
could possibly speed up his sought - after improvement. But Thompson is nota 
complainer.

Sity was accredited as a two year 
college by the Western Association of 
Schools and Colleges. Accreditation 
'S important to ail colleges and 
universities because of academic 
transfer credits and because of 
recognition by the national academic 
community. In the past D-Q Univer- 
sity has often been rejected for grants 
and government contracts because it 
was not formally accredited 
Recently, the university was 
criticized by the US General Ac- 
counting Office (GAO) The GAO 
believes D-Q needs major internal 
reforms. In a report issued last week 
by the GAO it rated D-Q University 
low for progress toward meeting the 
qualifications for grants.

forts of Sigma Aloha Epsilon (SAE) 
fraternity to overturn an ASI decision 
awarding concessions at Hornet 
Stadium football games to Kappa 
Aipha Psi fraternity.

that the supposed inability of slaves 
to sustain durable families is false 
This view is commonly accepted and 
it was believed that only a favored few 
of the slaves were able to sustain 
nuclear families 


Gutman said “Fresh historical 
evidence is reason to discard this 
misreading of the lower class Afro - 
American experience.” Gutman 
pointed out two things. First, depen- 
ding upon their location, between 
three to four or five to six ex - slave 
households contained a_ nuclear 
family (a husband and wife or two 
parents with children). Secondly, 
among the thousands of ex - slaves 
that registered for marriages, one out 
of four couples had lived with each 
other between 10-19 years. And one 
out of five couples had lived with each 
other from 20-25 years 

The people who stayed in these 
nuclear families were not merely a 
favored few, but the regular field 
hands and common laborers. Gut- 
man explained, “What the evidence 
demonstrates is a very simple point. It 
tells us that the origins of early twen- 
tieth century urban black poverty and 
the suffering associated with it are not 
found in the inability of slave field 
hands and common laborers to main- 
tain durable families.” 

Gutman's second point in his ec- 
ture dealt with why this came to pass, 
despite the constraints of slavery and 
broken families due to sale of their 
members. “Past business records that 
list plantation slave births for more 
than two generations tells us that the 
blood and marriage ties within 
generations served as the under- 
fitting of an adaptive slave culture that 
nurtured a social and family identity 
independent of mere ownership,” 


said Gutman 

He pointed out that many owners 
did not realize that their slaves had 
last names. “Such ignorances made 
by slave owners and other whites 
unaware that slave kin and quasi - kin 
tiles strengthened individua! slave 
families, socialized slave children and 
weakened the dependence of slaves 
on their owners.” 

Gutman went on to say the blacks 
have always valued the family. The 
obstacles they have encountered 
toward decent living were not a result 
of a pathological family life. Gutman 
claims, “We should direct our atten- 
tion to the recent failings of a social 
and economic system, not to its vic- 


tims and surely not to their 
grandparents and great 
grandparents.” 

Why historians ignored such 


family kinship ties during and after 
slavery was the final point of con- 
sideration by Gutman. Gutman ex- 
plains by merely recognizing the pre- 
judices and ignorances held by alli 
people. This he feels has blinded their 
ludgement. But he said, despite all 
the obstacles, “Defying humanity and 
asserting their own particular dignity,: 
as slaves, these men and women had 
created and sustained a durable 
family and kinship system.”

Several thousand sympathizers 
gathered at San Francisco's Civic 
Center last Sunday for “A Day On The 
Grass" to demonstrate for the 
legalization of maryuana The 
National Organization for the Reform 
of Marijuana Laws (NORML), spon- 
sored the smoke - in and was able to 
lure the participants with the likes of 
Assemblyman Willie Brown and 
others 


‘We're here today to protest the 
marijuana laws in California,” 
claimed Gordon Brownell. creator of 
NORML. “Two years ago it was a 
felony to possess marijuana” 
Brownell further offered the foliowing 
information regarding legalization of 
pot, It is still a felony to either cultivate 
pot or possess more than one ounce 
of grass, There were 50,000 arrests for 
marijuana last year, 90 per cent of 
which were for possession of more 
than one ounce 

Willie Brown. the avid proponent 
of legal cultivation, made a brief 
speech. He was there to enlist support 
for his bill to legalize cultivation, AB 
367. His bill, which allowed for three 
plants, was recently shot down by an 
assistant attorney general on the 
theory that one piant could produce 
up to 30,000 marijuana joints. Brown, 
when asked to reply, stated “I'd like 
some of what he was smoking, it must 
be good shit!” 

Margo St. James founder of 
COYOTE also made an appearance 
to thank everybody for attending her 
Hooker's Bali held the previous 
weekend, and to enlist further sup- 
port for her legalization of pros- 
titution. 

Another issue that was brought to 
air was the Dennis Peron case. Peron 
was arrested and shot during a raid of 
the Big Top marijuana supermarket 
on Castro Street. The Big Top is a lit- 
tle known store where people can 
smoke and buy any amount of various 
kinds of pot. 

Peron is asking for a jury tria! and 
wants the jury to decide on the 
validity of the law. His argument: If 
California law aliows one to possess 


an ounce or less of mariiuanawithout 
going to jail, how does one obtain this

ounce’ You can't grow it and you 
can't sell it.

The objec- 
tive of the day was best verbalized by 
a figure dressed as a clown when he 
commanded “get high, be high and 
stay high!"
